3. Claims 1-11 are allowed over the prior art of record 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to implement an automatic system that reads an amount of compression 
directly from a compressor only at time intervals when the compressor is compressing 
with a specified ratio, then determining if howling has occurred by comparison with a 
threshold and then, in the case of howling, determining a howling margin with said 
information, in the automatic howling margin detection system of Mimura.
